Fr.  Owen  Blum,  OFM,  Ph.D 

Born  December  14,  1912,  in  India- 
napolis, Fr.  Owen  was  the  son  of 
Edward  and  Frances  Dippel  Blum. 
He  joined  the  Franciscan  Order  in 
1931.  Fr.  Owen  taught  at  Quincy 
University  in  1939-40  and  from  1943 
until  his  retirement  in  1 978,  when  he 
was  named  Professor  Emeritus  in 
History.  He  was  chairman  of  the  QU 
history  department  for  thirty-four 
years  and  also  served  several  terms 
as  chairman  of  the  division  of  social 
sciences.  His  teaching  specialty  was 
European  history,  with  particular 
reference  to  the  middle  ages.
